Supply Of Fertilizer 


Auburn, Ala—Alabama farm- 
ers were warned this week that 
the slight increase in fertilizer 
supplies predicted earlier have 
been found incorrect and the 
|1949 amounts of both mixed 
‘goods and nitrogen will be only 
a bit larger than those of 1948. 

J. R. Speed, County Agent, 
‘said that instead of the previous 
estimated increase of 10 per cent 
isupplies of nitrogen for 1949 will 
level off at about seven per cent 
increase. Phosphate fertilizers 
are expected to be up only five 
per cent, while potash may be 
increased as much as 10 per cen 
over 1948. 

“This situation”, said Speed, 
\“indicates tight supplies of both 
jmixed goods and nitrogen for 
Alabama farmers. 

“Recent reports also point out 
jthat no part of the U. S. com-
